The holotype of Tovaria miranda Lev. was kindly sent on loan from Royal 
Botanic Garden of Edinburgh. So I could examine a detached flower-bud in a 
packet pasted to the sheet, and noticed that the flower has 6 fertile stamens. 
Also it is noteworthy that a remark with a pencil on the label says 'native qu’ 
a Hong Kong’ and the plant may be brought from Hongkong. The type spe¬ 
cimen was identified as Pollia secundiflora (Bl.) Bakh. f. by R.B. Faden in 1978, 
but it has 6 fertile stamens, and seems to be conspecific with Pollia minor 
Honda and P. omeiensis Hong. Some plants of Taiwan including the lectotype 
of P. minor Honda are small and slender with narrow leaves, but some other 
syntypes are much larger with broad leaves, and agree well with the types of 
Tovaria miranda and Pollia omeiensis. Finally I wish to express my thanks to 
Mr. D. R. McKean for his kindness in looking for the type of Tovaria miranda 
in the herbarium. 
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
